NEW YORK, May 20.—The citrus 
fruit market has had its ups and 
downs the past week, even though it 
has been reasonably fair weather. Sev- 
eral causes have entered into the con- 
trol of the market, most notable of 
which has been the quality of somé 
of the fruit offered. At the relatively 
high prices which are asked buyers 
are rather discriminating in what they 
accept and in numerous instances have 
refused ta accept some of the fruit 
which has come forward. At this sea- 
son of the year consumers are more 
fastidious than they are at some oth- 
ers and often refuse to take fruit 
which is even slightly specked. Later 
these slight imperfections will make 
scareely any difference, ‘ 

This influence was severely felt in 
the lemon market, which fluctuated vio- 
lently, governed solely by quality. 
There is only a comparatively light 
demand for lemons now at best and 
when cargoes come partially rotten, 
as some of the later ones have been, 
the market is seriously disturbed and 
p frequently go below the profit 
point.

Here comes Everett W. Burdett, a 
Boston lawyer. He has been studying 
in Europe, not for thirty days nor 
even for ninety days, byt for a period 
long enough to do a little more than 
run through the streets of Glasgow or 
Géttingen with mouth and ears wide 
open and his critical faculties asleep. 
He has not picked up his information 
in an hour in a street car or in a rail- 
road coach.

If there are flaws in 
it, if we have outgrown any particular 
provision of it, it is in our own power 
to correct the errors and eliminate the 
faults, and substitute methods ap- 
plicable to our own time and circum- 
stances. 

Above all things, we must not be 
misled by the crude gossip brought 
across the water by casual observers 
whose views are the result of gossip 
they have idly heard in wandering 
about some European city. Let us 
prove all things before we run wild 
after any imported fad. Articles like 
this of the Boston lawyer in the 
Journal of Political Economy for May 
will help us all to clearer ideas and 
a better comprehension of the exact 
facts. 


ELLOW AND RAW.

ORE WATER FOR GOTHAM, 

The State Water Supply Com- 
mission of New York has rendered a 
favorable decision on the application 
of the city of New York to secure 
from the Catskill Mountains an addi- 
tional water supply, at an estimated 
cost to the city of $160,000,000. In 
pursuance of this project, the largest 
artificial reservoir in the world—to 
be known as the Ashokin reservoir— 
is to be constructed in the Catskills. 
It will impound the _ inconceivable 
amount of 170.000,000,000 gallons. 

Not so many years ago the city of 
New York extended and vastly in- 
creased its water supply, which was 
then deemed sufficient for all 
for an indefinite period. But in the 
meantime the city has grown beyond 
all expectations, and additional re- 
sources are imperatively demanded for 
the very near future. With its pro- 
verbial enterprise and farsightedness, 
therefore, New York is going ahead, 
building for the needs of the future, 
before those needs become so pressing 
that they cannot be properly and ade- 
quately met. 

Los Angeles, in a sense, stands in 
the same position as New York. We 
have reached a stage in our municipal 
development which requires for our 
continued progress a larger and bet- 
ter supply of water. Unless we secure 
it within the next three or four. years, 
the growth of the city must stop; its 
progress must cease; its zenith will 
have been attained. 

The Owens River furnishes the key 
to our problem. It is our only pros- 
pect. Fortunately, the city is thor- 
oughly committed to this great and 
beneficent enterprise. By a tremen- 
dous majority the people have voted to 
bring Owens River, with its vast flow 
of pure water, to our doors. Fortu- 
nately, also, the people of Los Angeles 
are alive to the vital importance of 
this great enterprise, and will vote by 
an overwhelming majority in favor 
of all later bond issues that may be 
needed for this consummation.
